A CHizen of KendallTille Found Dead 
in the Nickel Plate Yards Under 
Suspicious Circumstances. 


Early this morning the Nickel Plate 
yard employes discovered the lifeless 
form of a man between the double tracks, 
just west of the St. Mary's river bridge, 
near Orfif's mill. Dr. J. M. Dinnen was 
summoned and had the remains removed 
to Peltier's morgue where they lie to 
await identity and a post mortem exami- 
nation. 


The dead man is apparently sixty 
years of age. His face is broad and his 
forehead high, the head inclining to 
baldness. A growth of gray 
chin 
whiskers is the only distinguishing mark 
about his face. 


There was not a mark on his body, so 
that his death could not possibly have 
been caused from violence. It is sur- 
mised that 
heart disease or «ppo- 
plexy struck him down but how he hap- 
pened to go to the Nickel Plate yards is 
a mystery. 


On his person were receipts for taxes 
paid by David Fisher in ytenben county 
and in his pocket was a railroad ticket 
from Portland to Kendallville. He is 
evidently a farmer and well to do. No 
money was found on his person and this 
fact may have had something to do with 
his death, as many assert that he was 
robbed and laid on the railroad track to 
hide the evidences of guilt.

A Steamer Bamed on Lake Michigan 
and Eight or Ten Persons Drown in 
Attempting to Swim Ashore— 
A List of the 
Lost. 


CmcAoo, June 
17.—The 
steamer 
Champlain bnmed off Charlevaix, Mich. 
The fire occurred a little after midnight 
and there were only six passengers on 
the boat and the crew consisted of from 
twelve to eighteen hands. 
Eight or ten 
persons were drowned in attempting to 
swim ashore. The Champlain left Chi- 
cago for the north last Tuesday night 
and belonged to the northern Michigan 
line.

Robert Wilkes and George W. Risley, 
Charlevoix; Mrs. M. Kehoe, R. McEeel, 
Steward Beans, two children, aged three 
and five, of Chicago; Capt. Lncas, of 
Petoskey; Henry Brennan, the clerk, 
fireman and the second cook and the 
cabin boy of Chicago; Mr. Russell, of 
the Jackson, Michigan Corset company, 
a gentleman and boy from Milwaukee, 
bound for Mackinac, one waiter and four 
Indian deck hands and a lady and 
daughter from Frankfort, names un- 
known. Those saved floated an hour 
and a half, when they were rescued by 
yawl and fish boats from the shore. 
Several of those saved were badly 
burned. There are seven not accounted 
for. The above list of lost comprises 
only those known to have perished. The 
boat burned to the hull and has been 
towed here. It is impossible now to tell 
the cause of the lire but it is thought to 
have been caused by a lamp exploding.
